amount of the bonded debt has decreased 
upward of four millions of dollars, while the 
decrease of that debt plus the revenue 
bonds is less than three millions of dollars. 
The amount of new bonds issued during the 


must have been paid off during the year 
some six millions and a half of -bonded 
debt. This is accounted for as follows: 
In round numbers, the bonds maturing dur- 
ing the year amounted to four millions and 
a half, of which one million was supplied 
by taxation and three millions and a half 
from the surplus revenues of the sinking fund. 
In addition to these,’ the City revenues paid 
into the sinking fund have increased the 
amountin the hands of the Commissioners 
by about two millions of dollars. The 
six millions and a half of actual 
or virtual. redemption is thus ac- 
counted for, though, to be strictly ac- 
eurate, certain payments made between 
August and Lecember of last year must be 
held to counterbalance payments yet to be 
made before the close of the present year. 

With all this, Controller Kerty has had 
about as much to do asany clerk in his office, 
Asa member of the Board of Apportionment 
he enjoys part of the credit of keeping down 
the amount of bonds issued, though even in 
that capacity, the flat of the Legislature 
must override both his preferences 
and those of his associates. What 
Mr, Kevty has done as Controller is briefly 
this : He has contrived to have outstand- 
ing, on Aug. 1, 1879, $19,623,000 of 
revenue bonds, that is, bonds issued in an- 
ticipation of taxes not yet collected, against 
$18,314,000 outstanding on Ang. 1, 
1878. He has further, under. the 
operation of the Bonded Indebted- 
ness act, increased the amount of the 
funded debt payable from taxation and the 
sinking fund from ._$118,752,000 on 
Aug. 1, 1878, to $123,648,000 on Aug. 1, 
1879. It is true that the $5,000,000 
thus added to the permanent burdens of the 
City is more than accounted for by the: de- 
erease of the temporary debt, but it is also 
true that the temporary debt, which before 
the, passage of the act in question stood 
asa loan to certain property-owners, pay- 
able from assessments, now occupies the 
place of a debt to be gradually added to. the 
existing mortgage on the entire amount of 
taxable property in the City. As Mr. Ket- 
LY is extremely desirous to have it under- 
stood that the Legislature passed the act 
in question and the Governor signed it 
mainly at his request, it is proper that he 
should have the full amount of credit for 
its results. 

Why Mr. Ketty should have found it 
necessary to borrow a million of dollars 
more on the taxes of this year than he did 
on those of the last is not at all obvious, 
Why he shonld attempt to lay on the Legis- 
lature the blame of increasing the taxation 
of this year is still less intelligible. The 
appropriations made under special acts 
of the Legislature amount to $240,- 
000, but against this must be placed 
the following reductions on. items over 
whose amount Mr. Ketty had no control: 
State taxes, $160,264, and interest un City 
debt, $374,230. That is to say, after 
taking into account the special appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the tax levy of 1879 
which is $63,285 more than that of 1878, 
ought to have been $294,494 less, if

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COMMERCIAL ARBITRATION. 
Rules and by-laws of voluntary associa- 
tions mast be consistent with the general 
law ofthe land. This proposition is as old 


as the case of the Good Samaritan. And} 


reference is here made, not to the Good 
Samaritan who so opportunely for 
the relief of him who ‘‘ fell among thieves,” 
but to a certain Good Samaritan of North 
Carolina. The ‘Good Samaritans” of 
Hamilton were a benevolent society, with. 
rules prescribing duties of members, and 
certain formidable ceremonies for expulsion 
of the unfaithful and diosbedient. A lady 
member violated her covenant obligations 
with the society and was sentenced to be 
expelled. The appointed ceremony con- 
sisted of & mock hanging. She refused to 
submit. When they took her in hand for 
the purpose, she struggled; when they tied 
the rope around her waist, she screamed ; 
when they hauled her up to a hook in the 
ceiling, she kicked; and when they let her 
down, she prosecuted them, promiscuously, 
for assault and battery. They pleaded the 
by-law of the society, but the Judges said 
it was no defense. If the burlesque hang- 
ing would haye been unlawful violence if 
the persons concerned had not been 
bers of the society, it was so notwi d- 
ing their by-law. The by-law could only 
operate so far as was consistent with the 
general law of the State. 

Members of the Produce Exchange are, 
just now, deliberating upon this doctrine, 
under suggestions from the counsel to the 
board that their by-law which preseribes 
arbitration for all trade disputes among 
members, and requires that any such dis- 
pute shall be submitted to three arbitra- 
tors, instead of to the courts, and their de- 
cision shall be final, is void. It is very 
probable that full examination will sustain 
the objection so far as this, that such a by- 
law cannot be directly enforced. In a 
sense the law permits and even favors arbi- 
trations of private controversies, but this 
means arbitrations to which both parties 
have given assent. Individuals are encour- 
aged to agree upon arbitrament, and where 
they have done so, and the arbitrators 
have made a decision, it will be liberally 
treated and sustained. But, as a general 
proposition, the courts refuse to compel a 
person to submit his interests to private 
triers, if he prefers to bring them before the 
courts. Every one haa, the right to be heard 
by the Judiciary, and is not precluded from 
this even by promising to abide by the ac- 
tion of a private board, He may change 
his mind and ask to be heard in court. This 
general view has been firmly held in the 
law, and creates an obstacle to any direct 
enforcement of an association’s by-law 
forbidding lawsuits. The courts will not 
refuse to hear a lawsuit because the parties 
formerly agreed to submit their controver- 
sies to the committee of a board. — 

There is, however, an indirect way of 
accomplishing, in some degree, the desired 
result of diverting mercantile controversies 
to trade tribunals, which has been tried 
with some success. The course of commer- 
cial business during the past twenty-five 
years has developed a marked tendency 
among members of all the leading branches 
of trade to form voluntary associations or- 
ganized to cultivate a higher standard of 
opinion, regulate usages and customs, and 
promote concert of action in trade matters. 
The desire has been very general to draw 
controversies into the tribunals of the socie- 
ties for settlement. And there is strong 
support forthe view that membership in 

the society may be made conditional upon 
obeying an arbitration by-law; and that, 
under articles properly framed, a member 
who will not keep the covenant to arbitrate, 
instead of suing, may be expelled. He 
cannot be contpelled to forego his right to 
seek the courts; but he may be compelled 
to choose between that right and the privi- 
Tt cannot be said 
that this view is everywhere established. 
The Philadelphia Board of Brokers and the 
Savannah Cotton Exchange assumed to ex- 
pel members for their refusal to abide by. 
the arbitration by-law, and the courts inter- 
fered in behalf of the members threatened, 
and said that a preference for trial by thé 
courts of the State rather than by a volun- 
tary committee was no offense, and did not 
warrant excluding the person from any 
privileges he had acquired by joining the 
association. But, elsewhere, such cases 
have resulted the other way. The Board of 
Trade of Chicago, the Chamber of Com- 
merece of Milwaukee, the Open Board of 
Brokers in New-York, and the New-York 
Commercial Association, have all been 
engaged in controversies over the power to

It was doubtless in this way that 
the Court barbers of Europe obtained their 
we reflect that at the present day there is 
not a single Court barber of any influence 
in any civiticed Government, we perceive 
how vast a change'in the position of the 
barber has occurred.

During the present century, the barber 
has certainly tyrannized to an almost in- 
tolerable extent over private citizens. He 
has cultivated conversational powers of the 
most appalling description, from which his 
victims have suffered the most terrible ago- 
nies. The records of our‘insane asylums 
show the fearful effects wrought by the con- 
versation of barbers. No less than seventy- 
eight per cent. (to be precise, seventy-eight 
and one-sixth,) of the insane patients in 
public institutions in this State were in the 
habit of being shaved by barbers before 
they became insane. | If this does not mean 
that to be shaved by a barber is to incur 
the risk of being talked into madness, sta- 
tistics have no meaning. 4 

Many persons have believed thatthe bar- 
ber uses tonic solely with a view to torture 
his fellow-men. Thisisan error. Of course, 
the barber does not care how much his vic- 
tim may suffer, but his purpose in keeping 
tonic perpetually before the public mind is 
Simply to sell it. His plan has always been 
to talk to that extent that any man would 
gladly buy a bottle of tonie in-order to pur- 
chase « few moments’ peace. For many 
years this unholy practice met with great 
apparent prosperity. The sale of tonic in 
this City alone during the period from 1865 
to 1875 was so great that no man who 
wishes to maintain a reputation for veracity 
dare mention the number of bottles, This 
result was brought about solely by the con- 
versational power of the barbers; and at 
one period it really seemed as if the time 
was near at hand when every man in the 
community would be compelled to buy at 
least three bottles of tonic every week, and 
to have his hair dyed twice a month. 

Within the last:two or three years, how- 
ever, a change has come upon our barber's 
shops. The press has so often denounced 
the conversational outrages of the barber 
that the latter has become alarmed. The 
public, too, has plucked up courage, and in 
several instances, when a barber has begun to 
make his remarks upon the state of 
the weather and the political prospect, he 
has been met with the request on the part 
of the intended victim to hire an eligible 
public building adapted for the display of 
oratorical powers. It became gradually ev- 
ident to the tensorial mind that the day 
of conversational barbers, like the age of 
smooth-bore guns, had passed away, and 
for many months an unaccustomed silence 
reigned in our barber’s shops and a decrease 
in the number of insane patients was re- 
ported from our hospitals.

@tise, The distinguished Hoellenist, Curtius, a 
name that confers all necessary weight and authority, 
isthe author of this latest atlas.

Pert. The German Archmological Institate fur.
